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Washington, Decémber 25.—Active 
campaigning for federal reserve banks 
to be established under the new bank- 
ing and currency system has been be- 
gun by a half dozen big cities in dif- 
ferent parts of the United States, 
among the scores of telegrams receiv- 
ed today at the treasury department 
more than half were devoted to laying 
bare the reasons for executive ap- 
proval of their claims 

Secretaries McAdoo and Houston, the 
“organization committee” authorized 
by the new law to choose the reserve 
cities, today considered tentative plans 
for making up the list of not less 
than eight and not more-than twelve 
federal banks. Un- 
the organization commit- 
the utmost freedom in 
cities, and the two cabi- 
net officers intended to make an ex- 
haustive but rapid inquiry into the 
geographical advantages and financial 
relations of most of the large cities. 

To Investigate Claims. 

One plan that hag been suggested to 
the secretaries is that they make a 
personal investigation of the claims 
of cities which are regarded as pos- 
sible locations and another is that 
they hold hearings in Washington. 
Officials who favor the first plan be- 
lieve that it can be carried out more 
quickly and to greater advantage by 
reason of the number of persons who 
could be reached. A decision probably 
will be announceg within a few days 

The campaign for a reserve bank has 
been pressed most vigorously by Seat- 
tle, Wash. Scores of telegrams were 
received today from bankers and busi- 
ness men of Seattle pointing out its 
proximity to Alaska, whichis to be 
included in the system, its advantages 
as a financial center, and urging other 
reasons for giving it a reserve bank. 
According to one telegram Seattle is 
planning a big’ demonstration to cele- 
brate the enactment of the law and to 
boom her chances for getting a bank. 

In Favor of Atlanta. 

Kansas City, Mo., is making a simi- 
lar fight, with the support of many 
nearby cities. Minnesota banks and 
business houses took up the cudgels 
today in behalf of St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis, and bankeTs in the south are 
speaking up in favor of Atlanta, New 
Orleans and Dallas. Philadelphia and 
Baltimore are at odds over one bank. 
Altogether it promises to be lively for 
organization committee before its 
work is done.

A 14-year-old girl, who died this 
morning, brought the officia” revised 
list of dead up to 72. All bodies have 
now been identified. Most of the in- 
jured in the hospitals will live, it is 
said. Several little girls in one hos- 
pital were able today to romp around a 
small Christmas tree which some of 
their friends had fitted up. 

Members of the Calumet fire depart- 
ment relate many instances of heroic 
attempts to rescue the panic-strickxen 
people in the hall. Patrick Ryan ar- 
rived on the scene a few minutes aft- 
er the crush occurred at the foot of 
the stairway. He estimated there were 
about 100 piled in a heap when he 
reached the entrance of the building. 
The pile of crushed and smothering 
humanity reached to about half the 
height of the stairway. They were 
wedged in so tight that it was impos- 
sible to extricate any from the foot of 
the stairway. A boy about 6 years old 
caught hold of Mr. Ryan’s hand and 
begged to be rescued. The fireman 
succeeded in pulling the boy partly out 
but was unable to extricate the little 
fellow’s legs. The human mass kept 
pressing down and the boy’s life was 
soon snuffed out. A girl of 8 or 9. 
grasped the hands of Angelo Curto, a 
fireman, kissed them and implored him 
to save her. He made a heroic. effort~ 
to pull her out, but the crush was se 
great he was compelled to give up the 
attempt and she perished.

Clearly defined rules for 
in business are to be promulgated bys 
he supreme court. Within the last 
few weeks the court has directed lower 
tribunals to send up cases involving 
alleged unfair competition for decisions 
which are expected to be second in 
importance only to the court’s anti- 
trust decisions. 

The law as to patents trade 
marks has been regarded as compara- 
tively settled, but few cases involving 
the domain of “unfair competition” in 
business has come before the court. 
The gravity of the absence of definite 
rules in that sphere was brought out 
in bold relief before the supreme court 
recentiy when a St. Louis shoe 
complained that its entire profit from 
the manufacture and sale of a certain 
line of shoes for four years was about 
to be turned over to a Cincinnati rival. 
The sum amounted almost to half a 
inlllion dollars. 

he St. Louis firm had been guilty, 
according to the lower courts, of put- 
ting out a shoe with a resemblance 
that of a competitor’s shoe. That was 
alleged to be unfair.

COMMISSION RULE FOR ALASKA. 


Among the most sensible suggestions in 
the annual report’ of Secretary of the Inte- 
rior Lane is his idea of commission govern- 
ment. for Alaska. There is little question 
that the old and disjointed form of territo- 
rial government has outlived its usefulness 
and is positively hampering the development 
of the region. 

Alaska has felt, with some justice, that 
Uncle Sam has been treating her like the 
proverbial step-child. 

A territory one-fifth as the 
United States, and such are approximately 
the dimensions of Alaska, has been prac- 
tically allowed to rock along by itself, her 
resources tied up because of inadequate or 
stringent laws, and settlers discouraged be- 
cause of unintelligent legislation. 

There is promise that commission gov- 
ernment for Alaska may provide a solution 
of the many problems involved in an issue 
of this magnitude. The prevalent thought 
of our day runs to the effect that state, fed- 
eral and municipal government, with their

The finality with Elihu Root, 
United States senator from York, dis- 
pels the rumors that connected name 
with presidential aspirations, is character- 
istic of the man and indicates him in one 
of his most admirable lights. He is now 72 
and holds that for him to aspire to the pres- 
idency would be an unprofitable hazard of 
the closing and precious years of his life. 

The Constitution has seldom been in ac- 
cord with the political affiliations of Mr. 
Root and it has found much ground for crit- 
icism of his viewpoint toward those issues 
that now bulk large for settlement. But to 
deny his greatness, in the sense of achieve- 
ment and patriotism, is to plead guilty to 
petty prejudice.

The 
unsupported testimony of the former presi- 
dent might be discounted, since Roosevelt 
is notoriou fickle in his infatuations.

Greville, many years ago, appears the follow- 
ing: “Perhaps I might venture to ask his 
Grace whether he did say ‘Up guards, and 
at.them,’ but this is very unlike him, but it 
may have been at a moment when he depart- 
ed from his usual style.” 

On this letter is written the following 
memorandum in the handwriting of the Duke 
of Wellington: “I certainly did not draw 
my sword. Il may have ordered the charge 
of the cavalry and pointed out its direction. 
but I did not charge as common trooper. I 
have at all times been in the habit to cov- 
er aS much as possible the troops exposed 
to the cannon. I place them behind the top 
of the rising ground, and make them sit or 
lie down. After the fire of the enemy’s 
cannon the enemy troop may have advanced, 
or a favorable opportunity of attack might 
have arrived. What I must have and pos- 
Sibly said was, ‘Stand up, guards,’ and then 
gave the commanding officers the order to 
attack.”

the two have to talk to each other by signs. 

There are three kinds of slang. One kind 
is used to fill up gaps in the conversation.

Another kind of slang is used by busy 
people who do not want to take the time to 
talk painfully around every grammatical cor- 
ner. Sometimes one slang word will ex- 
press perfectly an idea which would require 
a dozen costly imported English words to 
convey. It would take a formal talker half 
an hour using hundreds of large $3 words 
to explain politically, economically, and from 
a military standpoint what Theodore Roose- 
velt meant by “the big stick;’ and after he 
had explained it, no one would understand it.

In the event an animal 
should see to it that its body is burned. 
or buried at least four feet under 
ground. Do not allow dogs, buzzards, 
hogs, or any other animal to feed upon 
the carcass. They will spread, and 
may contract, many of the infectious 
diseases. The proper way to burn a 
carcass is to dig a trench about four 
feet wide, three feet deep and as long 
as necessary. If many animals are to 
be cremated a long trench can be made 
with a horse and plow and Scraper.

stumps, some green poles or iron rods: 
place the carcass on these; put more 
wood upon the carcass; saturate all 
with kerosene and set it afire.

knew nothing of nitrogen cycle, of 
humus, nitrifying bac§Jeria, of avail- 
able and unavailable piant food, or the 
theory of green manuring. But the 
practical advantage of a fallow period, 
one of the cardinal principles of dry 
farming practice today, was so thor- 
oughly recognized that an ordinance 
was actualls placed on tne statute 
books, directing that the land lie fal- 
low one vear in seven.
